MORE WETNESS PROMISED 
BY WEATHER BUREAU HEAD 


The warm, soaking rain which fell 


Intermittently from 2 o'clock until 9 
this morning will save thousands of 
wheat fields In the Missouri valley. 
The Intense heat of Friday and Sat- 
urday had withered the grain In this 
area to a point where another day's 
warm, dry weather would have killed 
the crop entirely 
Today's downpour 


was most opportune It will not mean 
good crops, by any means, as the 
grain generally Is too far gone for 
that, but with rains which are prom- 
ised for the middle of the week, It 
would Insure some crop of wheat. 


Flax, which In not gone altogether, 


will benefit oven more than wheat 
from today's rain, and it was a real 
godsend to the oats generally. 
It 


was withering up under last week's 
continued heat, but the halt-Inch of 
moisture which came this morning 
has brightened the outlook for an 
average corn crop 
The seed 
has 


germinated well as a general thing, 
and there should be a good stand, 
which, with the 
shortage of 
hay 


which is practically a certainty, will 
prove Invaluable for ensilage.

A total computed lumber cut for the 


United States in 1916 of 89,807,261,000 
board feet la announced by Uncle 
Sum's forest service. This figure is 
bused on reports .received from 17,201 
sun mills out of the 30,081 believed to 
have operated last year. It is esti- 
mated that the actual' cut wa«' slightly 
In excess of 40,000,000,000 feet. An 
earlier estimate based on1' partial re- 
ports, indicated a total output' of 41,- 
750.000,000 feet. The figures now giv- 
en are regarded as practically final. 


The state of Washington was again 


the largest producer with a lumber 
cut of 4,492,997,000 feet; Louisiana 
was second with 4,200,000,000 feet, and 
Mississippi third with 2,730,000,000 
feet 


Southern Yellow Pine Leads. 


Southern yellow pine with a total 


of 14,075,000,000 feet forms 37.6 per 
ct'iit of the entire cut. Douglas fir, 
its neart*t competitor, Is cf edited 
with 5,416,000,000, while oak, with a 
cut of 8,500,000,000. is third. 


Production in 1910 was, it Is stated, 


'hampered *y a 'general UK* of sblp- 
ptn& fattlftles and local "uhfn»orable 
wea'fher conditions which tended to- 
ward curtailment. Among the Smaller 
mills the scarcity of labor and the con- 
sequent higher wages paid resulted in 
a sum Her output than would ordinarily 
be the case in a year of good demand. 


The number of mills operating and 


reporting in 1916 was greater than for 
the preceding year. These figures, 
however, as well as the trade condi- 
tions, were more nearly normal thnn 
m any year since 1913.

Uncle Sam's Specialists Issue Warn- 


ing Against Poisonous Roots Not 


Generally Recognized. 


Many deaths, both of human beings 


and domestic animals, are caused every 
year by cicuta, or water hemlock, a 
poisonous plant It is the most vio- 
lently poisonous of temperate region 
plants, yet It Is not generally recog- 
nized. Learn to know it and look out 
for It Is a warning Issued by special- 
ists of Uncle Sam's department of 
agriculture who have published a cir- 
cular1 which describes this plant and 
gives remedies, though cases among 
domestic animals must be considered 
as practically hopeless eo far as treat- 
went Is concerned. 


Cicuta Is widely distributed. Unfor- 


tunately, It resembles a number of 
harmless plants and Is not easily 
recognizable. It belongs to the same 
family as carrots and parsnips. It has 
a number of popular names, of which 
the most common Is "cowbane." or 
"water hemlock." la the mountain re- 
gions of the West It Is frequently 
called "parsnip" or "wild pnrsnip" 
Other mimes, less common, are "snake- 
root," "snukewood," "beaver poison."

FEEDING WORK HORSES. 


Wh«n Fed Judiciously Alfalfa Hay Pro. 


duods Good Rssults. 


In a bulletin published some time 


ago by the Nebraska station the ex- 
perience of a number of stockmen was 
given In the feeding of alfalfa hay to 
horses, says the Iowa Homestead. 
Nearly all of the contributors to this 
bulletin praised alfalfa hay highly, and 
one breeder reported a gain of four 
pounds a day per head on 150 horses 
for two months. These hones con- 
sumed twenty-one pounds of coarsely 
ground com and fourteen pounds of 
alfalfa bay dally. 
While this Is ex- 


ceedingly heavy feeding, at the same 
time the market calls for hones In

><ke alfalfa stems, and for that reason 
the refut* from cattle racks may be

Sudden changes 
from this form of roughage to other 
forms is apt to derange the digestive 
system. 


The principal precaution that should 


be taken in the use of alfalfa for 
horses Is to avoid allowing animals to 
gorge themselves. 


It is an excellent form of roughage 


for colts. It is nevertheless a fact that 
mares heavy with foal and taking no 
exercise are apt to suffer attacks of 
Impactlon if they are allowed to run to 
alfalfa racks at will. The trouble is 
due to the fact that alfalfa hay is very 
palatable and la apt to be eaten In, too 
large quantities. 


U should be remembered that alfalfa 


hay is a flesh former rather than a fat 
forming food, and it is practically of 
the same composition as wheat bran 
and is considered to be of equal value 
with that product In the horse ration. 
In conjunction with corn it makes al- 
most a perfectly bajanced ration.
